Saturday, the 18th of October, 
eighteen members of your Student 
Council represented MPC at a Con- 
ference of Northern Region Junior 
Colleges at Diablo Valley College. 

At this conference these people, 
elected by you to run your govern- 
ment, discussed, thrashed out, and 
voted on problems directly affect- 
ing you. It seems to me, when rep- 
resentatives of students from 
twenty to twenty-five colleges get 
together to work out their mutual 
problems on a student to student 
basis, all of us should take notice 
of how this comes about. It begins 
in a relatively small and, some say, 
insignificant election on your cam- 
pus. 

Sometimes an overwhelming 
number of students participate in 
these elections. One time MPC cast 
a grand total of 254 votes for a 
Student Body President. Now this 
of course isn’t much if you compare 
it with the 750 cast for the Home- 
coming Queen. However, the stu- 
dent body president usually isn’t as 
pretty as the Homecoming Queen. 

I hope I make my point here. 
Too often we be-labor voting and 
try to cram it down _ people’s 
throats. Do not misunderstand me, 
I don’t mean to do this. To me 
voting is not a privillege—it is a 
duty. Voting is a duty to yourself, 
to your fellow, and to the organi- 
zation to which you belong—be it 
club or country. Also, far too often, 
people become maudlin about citi- 
zenship and its responsibilities. I 
don’t want to fall into this trap. 

Let me then be mercenary: 
Every year each of you spends $12 
to purchase a Student Activity 
Card. This $12 makes up less than 
half of the budget of ASMPC. 
Multiply this $12 by a thousand 
and simple arithmetic shows you 
that 250 people out of that thousand 
are deciding who is going to spend 
$12,000 of your money. Every time 
I get an opportunity to vote locally 
or nationally this enters my mind,

Every time someone writes about 
the responsibilities of government 
they end up making an appeal. I 
am going to jump into this trap 
with both eyes open. 

JOIN AND SERVE. 


Your fellow students, both on 
this campus and on the other cam- 
puses throughout the state of Cali- 
fornia, need your help. Student 
government is the best possible 
way of helping. If you cannot run 
for elective office or volunteer for 
an appointive office, urge your 
friends to do so. Support your 
school because by doing so you 
support yourself. 

Man is a proud animal. He only 
has two legs and he considers him- 
self way above those who have 
four. And yet there are times when 
you can stand aside, watch a per- 
son, and swear that he should have 
four. Stand back one of these days, 
just as a silent observer, and watch 
one of your fellow students grind 
a Cigarette into the floor with an 
empty ash tray on the table in front 
of him. Watch him bend a spoon— 
also yours—until it looks like some 
kind of shiny pretzel. Then, walk 
up and shake hands with the gentle 
man who was observed in the 
Union emptying a milkshake on the 
table, sopping it up with napkins 
and walking away leaving the mess. 

All of us forget from time to 
time where we are, and sometimes 
even who we are. Perhaps if each 
of us would take it upon ourselves 
to act as a gentle reminder when 
we observe these lapses, some of 
this outlandish behavior could be 
averted. 

I hope we never achieve absolute 
perfection—that would be a catas- 
trophe. But we should never let it 
be said, that we have ceased to try.

SWEDISH INSTRUCTOR 
TOURS MPC FACILITIES 


Monterey Peninsula College was honored this week by the visit of 
Miss Anna-Lisa Fahlstedt. Miss Fahlstedt, a Swedish Home-Ec instruc- 
tor has been in this country since July of this year. During this interval 
she has been visiting various schools of our nation from Maryland to Cali- 
fornia. 

Miss Mary Rile was the Swedish instructor’s escort while he was on 
campus and Miss Fahlstedt was very much impressed at everything that 
she viewed. The cooking class especially interested her. Her one state- 
ment about this class was an emphatic “Very good.” 

The Swedish instructor is a pleasant faced lady who hails from a city 
about one hundred and ten miles North of Stockholm. She teaches in a 
school similar to Monterey Peninsula College. “They do not call them 
Junior college in my country, though. In Sweden, they are called voca- 
tional schools.” 

Miss Fahlstedt seems to have a fairly strenuous teaching course 
when she is at home.

This 
group is comprised of approximately twelve to fifteen men and women 
both who are anxious to learn the cooking art.
